The  public  are  to-day  faced  with  a  claim  from  th^  Railway  Contracton 
amoMting  to  Three  Millions  of  Dollars  in  connection  with  the  Telegraph  Line*, 
which  were  given  away  to  R.  G.  Reid  in  1898,  and  were  pronounced  bv  the 
Government  then  in  power  to  be  worthless  to  the  Colony.    "

ili!!*y  r*"v  "^  .V**  claims  arising  out  of  it  is  Mr.  Morine,  the  standing 
solicitor  for  the  Reid-Newfonndland  Company  and  the  actual  leader  of  the 
OpposiUon  to  the  present  Government  and  also  to  ask  you  if  you  are  prepared 
to  return  bim  and  his  associates  to  power,  and  to  entrust  to  him  and  them  this 
vital  matter. 

I  also  consider  it  well  to  remind  you  that  Sir  William  Whiteway  who  recent- 
ly sot^ht  admission  into  the  ranks  of  the  party  of  which  the  Reid  Company's 
solicitor  IS  the  actual  leader,  and  who  has  declared  his  opposition  to  the  present 
Government  was  the  reUined  solicitor  for  the  Reid  Company  in  their  former 
outrageous  claim  against  the  Colony,  and  also  to  ask  you  the  question  whether
